Law Defeats Arts On Ques- 
tion Of Prohibition.

The opening debate of the "Lit" 
was hold in tbe Union last night and 
was a great success. A large and 
enthusiastic audience . was present 
and followed the arguments pre- 
sented for and against Prohibition 
with keen interest. Arts defended 
Prohibition, but were defeated by the 
Law students by the score of 181 
points to 168 points. The victory of 
tho Law students was duo mainly to 
tho greater ease and fluency with 
which they delivered their addresse.f. 
The affirmative side presented 
stronger arguments, but their de- 
livery was much weaker thap that of 
their opponents, and this Important 
factor led to their defeat. 

Mr. Peterson opened the debate for 
the affirmative. He stated that tho 
subject for debate could bo view»>l 
from ethical and from economic 
standpoints, and that he would con- 
fine himself to tho othlcal side of the 
question. Ho reminded his opponents 
that the subject referred to Prohlbi- 
tionyin Canada alone, and that as 
Canada was a young nation, and a» 
her fului'e coulil b« moulded easily. 
It was only fair to give her a cha'ice 
to develop herself to the host of her 
ability. He drew a very forcible 
picture of Canada with and without 
Prohibition, and left tho audience to 
decide whether thoy preferred the 
rquiilor that follows In the footsteps 
of liquor -or the better living condi- 
tions that exist under Prohibition. 

Mr. Hays tlien spoke for the nogn- 
tive. Ho followed tho argument that 
Prohibition destroyed personal 
liberty, and went on to state that l.n 
provinces and countries whore Pro- 
hibition was in force it really was In 
effective; that it produced criminals 
and turned poor mon to drugs. lie 
read a very Interesting letter frotn 
tho warden of KinRston Penitentiary. 
This letter showed that Prohibition 
had not cut down the number of in- 
mates In the penitentiary, a'nd the 
judges laid gretit Importance on this 
letter that Mr. Hays had taken the 
trouble to acquire. 

Mr. Hays held that as Prohibition 
had proved to be somewhat of a fail- 
ure, people should be educated as to 
the harm of excessive use of liquor. 
Hé concluded by saying that the 
people of Canada should not bo 
coerced Into Prohibition by the 
United sûtes. 

Mr. O'Hagan then spok^ feelingly 
for the Affirmative side, and dealt 
with the economic side of tbe ques- 
tion. He said that Canada was In a 
state of transition following the war. 
and that harmony should exist L; 
tween the different parts forming 
her population. He said that labor 
and capital were continually %* log- 
gerheads, and that the liquor truffle 
was at the basis of thUs discord.

One of the most satisfactory results of JVlcGiirs present financial 
campaign has been the wide publicity given to the work carried on 
within her walls and the consequent increase of interest manifested 
therein by the public at large. The attractive and eminently readable 
literature which has been prepared and circulatc4 has proved no less 
.'interesting to the present student than to the fonder graduate. There 
rhas.^een a remarkable ignorance on the part io<f most of us as to the 
' ambitious sc^ïémes and far-s'ghted projects upon-which McGilhstands 
ready to embark once the all-necessary funds have been obtained, and 
a proper realization of the progressive policy which the university has 
mapped out cannot fail to awaken in every studeiit increased pride in 
his Alma Mater, which promises to fulfil, in no uncertain nranncr, Hlr 
high destiny as one of the world's great universities. 
. In a recent issue 'of a city paper, an estimate of appropriations 
'^vu published showingjhc approximate allotment to the several facul- 
"^i(~tles'of the five miliio'iPdollars which iVlcGill hopes to obtain during 
>|^^ht next year. Thcscji^propriations for the most part were so app«o- 
'|:^t4'iind so necessary (trar one noticed with something of a sho^k, that 
■inp. provision whatsoever had been made f&r any extension or improve- 
IQent in the Faculty of Law. Such an omission is all the more inex- 
lioi^le when one has due reference to'the present pitiful inadequacy 
;^br the accommodation and facilities afforded ho the faculty. At pre* 
'aentit is housed within %semi-def ached residence on University street 
'Which might easily be taken for the residence of the head gardener 
were it not for a sham^aced sign upon the window proclaiming to 
all ajid sundry that theroiorne of iVlcGiU's oldest faculties had found a 
liabftation and a home. ZWith the present enrolment of law students 
^filmpst one hundred and fifty, the conditions obtaining in the so-called 
lecture-rooms can be more readily imagined, than described. Suffice 
■\it to say that they are wholly unsatisfactory and quite witlvcut parallel 
'in any other department of McGill. 

^hat the total disregard of the requirements of the law»faculty is 
nnjttstified is further shown by the developments which have taken 
.place therein during the past few years. Recently a course in com- 
mon law has been organized which enables the student who wishes to 
^practise loutside of this province to do so, and this course has now 
received official recognition. This is in additisn to the course in 
civil Jaw for those who intend to practise at the Quebec Bar, which 
has been maintained since the inception of the Faculty and has been 
. followed by some of the brightest legal luminaries in the Pnoivince 
■ lo-dliy. This opportunity of studying, side by side, the two great 
aystfims of jurisprudence which, between them, now govern nearly the 
whole of the civilized world, places McGill's law faculty in a unique 
position. Our situation here in JVlontreal makes it possible for these 
.j^two great systems to be studied iii actual operation and compared, 
||jwd it is McGill's opportunity to provide the licccssary facilities for 
^ttls object, the utility of which cannot well be over-estimated. Ar 
'rangements have been made whereby the high quality of teaching and 
rVtJie finished schalarship that such an opportunity demands ha^te been 
provjded for the work of instruction, but the obstacle x?f accommoda- 
,Ùon^remains an insuperable oi^e which must inevitably stultify the 
earnest efforts towards progress. 

With a thousand and one demands made or to be made upon 
McGill's future endowment, it is perhaps only to be expected that 
some of these demands should remain unsatisfied. That the claims 
of the Faculty of Law, however, should be ignored in such thorough 
fashion is a circumstance deplorable in the extreme, ami it is indeed 
to be hoped that the tentative appropriations already made will be 
revised and ^ome provLsion made for the furtherance of the worthy 
ideals of McGill's Faculty of Law.

^Ti-.ISanawell. of the Department of 
KconomlcB, spoko on "Art and the 
fommunlty." His treatment of the 
Aubject nhow'ed that he understands 
II thoroughly both as an economist 
and at the same time as a true lover 
ot art. Ho showe^ the economic 
value, as It was, of real art to the 
community, In that it betters and In- 
spires those who contemplate and ap- 
preciate It. The conception of art 
as a collection of palntinKs, literary 
works or statuary, removed their oii-|, 
ginal,'; purroupdings to a museum aiid 
exisUng 'trom past time is a dreary 
and wrong conception. This, unfor- 
tunately, .Mr. Sandwell fears Is the 
misconception of the young Caiia- 
dlans; he may rest assured, 'however, 
that any "young Canadians" who were 
present yesterday will no longer en- 
tertain ~Buch an idea, even if In the 
past they have done so. On the con- 
trary. "Art, " said Mr. Sandwell. "Is 
a force engaged In the production of 
new works of art, and all past art Is 
of no. value except in as much as it 
stimulates us to further production." 
And since art Is an actual living 
force. It 1», the speaker pointed out, 
the portrayal of national, local and 
community affairs. Therefore we 
may think in' future of art as of a 
living tree whi«h haa Its roots in the 
soil of the community and whose 
fruits hear witness of the character, 
Mfe and customs of that community. 
But, unlike the fruits of most deslr- 
obm trees, tt|p|jOf art should not 
be a transferrabft* commodity, neither 
should they undergo any deterioration 
Vhich^'oth^r-'fruits, of necessity, do 
In transporUtlon. This excellent 
comparison shows Mr. Sandwell's 
point of view as a true economist. 
_^ Another misconception which wa» 
îJi*;^'^ jdlsproved was the idea that 
all artists worked with an eye to the 
effect of their work on posterity. In 
following up the comparison of art 
and the living tree, the main function 
of the tree was seen to be its shelter 
and its fruit, that of attracting and 
pIfBsing, a distant onlooker being 
merely a secondary function. So 
with art; .Mr. Sandwell pointed out 
from this, that the Impulse of the true 
artist was to express in Ungiblo form, 
either In painting, acuipture, writing, 
music or any other art, an Idea or 
sentiment, for the bètter understand- 
ing of his immediate companions 
among whom he lived. . In order to 
do this he must express his idea in 
terms of local interest, thus the main 
function of production is for the com 
rounlty, and, so the work of art por 
trays types and characters of the im 
mediate time and place. At the 
same time, Just as the tree on the 
landscape I? pleasing from a disV 
t are,, so real art ntlracte oniookca 
and admirers ot other countries. Mr. 
Sandwell emphasized this point by 
tribute to the sketches of Drummond 
and Buxton, who have made pictures 
of the life of their aurroundlnga so 
attract! vei Having eaUblishei! the 
real function on conception of art, lie 
tlien proceeded to point out how ne- 
cessary it was to facilitate the pro- 
duction of our own Canadian artistic 
talent; and here, since It Is in dra- 
matic talent that Mr. Sandwell is most 
keenly interested, he used this form 
of art aa the exainple to show how 
great are our posatbilitles In this 
country. 

According to Mr. Sandwell. If we 
set about It properly, we can make 
great success of Canadian dramatic 
art. But there is such a lack of all 
necessary mechanism and required 
habitation that at present the produc- 
tion of Canadian drama is very ham- 
pered. This Is partly due, he be- 
lieves to the lack of self expression of 
the artiata; the theatre baa lost its 
grip, in an intellectual sense, on the 
people, since it has become " a do- 
minion-wide business Institution," and 
has lost its local Intrrest. There Is 
a detachment from nature, he claims, 
because of the lack of facilities for 
the production of Canadiap playa of 
Canadian life for Canadian people. 
"Provided the necessary mechanism 
and habitation and provide the public 
with portraltn of Its own life and It 
will show a conscious desire to see

omic aspect of the Canadian HIgli

Hily for a nysteni of highways ti 
extend and amplify our presept 
system ar.railv.-aya and watervr&ys. 
and showed how pfacticaliy c'vcrj'- 
thinK that was , moved hy tiieae 
methods had. at some time nr other, 
tn bp ninveil by road. lie polir^' out 
how quickly It was realized that, rj'id 
construction was a m«uer tb.tt was 
too largo and to extensive for uiuni; 
cipaiitles to handle, and vljnt the 
I'Vderal Uovernmcnt liarl to awuine 
control of the eo-nrdltiallon , "of 
provincial plans. Of the ÏGO,OÔO 
miles of road in Canada, 17.000 miles 
nre included In the present scheraei 
for Improvement, and care Is beins 
taken that roads are not being bul't 
at I aiKloin l.-y provinces that do not 
lake a Mifricienlly lii'oail view of the 
work. 

IK- pulnted out the iiocesslty for 
proper engineering, direction to en- 
sure tliat the necessarily large sums 
of money that would be requlnnl for 
I Ills work Hlioulil be properly spent 
and not wasted nn carel^nsly or In;- 
inopcily built or lucated work. 

The necessity for a syttem of roa.li 
branching out from cities, gettin,; 
lei's and less expensive as the dis- 
tance becanin greater and traffic Ii-hs 
was piiinteil out. lofîelber with tlie 
cxeL'Uotit suggestion that sample 
stretches of gravel roads be built in 
various )>art8 of the country to dem- 
onstrate to the people that such work 
was too difficult for local control 
and to show that a good gravel or 
earth road wa.s among those mo.-îl 
liifflcult to cohstruct. He pointed 
out the. necessity for maintenance 
M'orlf, and described tlie policy of 
rinanclitg the'wdrk by the Dominion 
(lovernmciit.

Lithor movements wished to lietier 
the condition of the low diss wr.ge 
earner, he jaid, but Prohibition was 
the one thing thiit would better Mio 
I condition of the laborer. He drew 
a striking picture of the drunkard's 
home and family, and <'nded with a 
strong appeal for Prohibition. 

Mr. Dillon followed for the nega- 
tive'.' "H«i" explained 'In a 'forclble 
manner that the negative stood fo** 
temperance and moderation, but <?n- 
tlroly disagreed with the theory of 
Prohibition. Ho referred to th3 
times when Greece and Rothe wer? 
flourishing, and told that wiiie was 
the most Important beverage of the 
lime. Ho concluded with the wittv 
remark that ".\n Englishman's homo 
Is bis castle, and the spirit lies in the 
cellar." 

Werry then took- the floàr, and 
proceeded to. smash 'hl8> opponents' 
argtiments with a few strong facta. 
Coaches and physical Instructors 
agreed, ho said, in prohibiting al- 
cohol to athletes, because.À ntan can- 
not drink and keep in good physical 
condition. Insurance companies all 
recognize drinkers as great risks and 
raise their ' rates accordingly. The 
liquor traffic, he said, was the basis 
of our slums and red l^ht districts. 
He said that liquor decreased effi- 
ciency, and that ev^n prominent men 
who used alcohol ,a,tte8ted to the 
harm of liquor. He said. In answer 
to an argument put forward by the 
negative, that Prohibition, where it 
was in force, was the wish of the 
majority and not of the minority, 
lie concluded by, saying that many 
brilliant inen had been ruined 
through drink. 

Mr. Balree clcsed the debate for 
the negative. He sympathized with 
bis opponents wben they deplored 
the crimes arising -from the liquor 
traffic, but, he ad^od - impressively, 
It was the abuse, and. not' the use of 
•liquor that causoU these doplorable 
circumstances. Me .'lald that leniper- 
I ance, not Prolilliltloii, would solve 
the liquor problem, and how Prohibi- 
tion drove many hiKh officials to.the 
lucrative pursuit of smuggling. lu
